Wanting it, 
the popular thought, misdirected by a theology 
that was stone-blind and remains so, has in- 
vested the immortality of its own faith with 
grave-clothes, and converted it into a scare-crow, 
transforming the most beautiful and sublime pro- 
cess whereby humanity is glorified into a ghastly 
skeleton, whichits ignorance has named deatb, 
and converted it into an object of the profound- 
est horror. It was for science to strip these rags 
from the immortal spirit. Why has it not been 
done ?”—Dr. R. T. Hallock. 

“A peculiarity of this animal (chamelion) is its 
power of looking in different directions at the 
same time. He can turn one eye towards heaven 
while his other inspects the earth. There are 
meny clergymen who have the same power.”— 
Alexander von Humboldt. 

The interest manifested by many liberal scien- 
tists and clergymen in the phenomena of Modern 
Spiritualism, at the present time, is a tribute of 
respect for the keen perceptior—amounting in 
this case to the gift of prophecy—-of Theodore 
Parker, who said in his notes for sermons: 

“In 1556 it seems more likely that Spiritualism 
would become the religion of America than in 
156 that Christianity would be the religion of the 
Roman Empire, or in 756 that Mohammedanism 
would be that of the Arabian population. 

1. Ithas more evidence for its wonders than 
any historic form of religion hitherto. 

2. It is thoroughly democratic, with no hier- 
archy; but inspiration is open to all. 

3. Itis no fred fact,* ** not a finality, but 
opens a great vista for the future. Its present 
position is no finality. 

4. It admits all the truths of religion and mor- 
ality in all the world-sects.” 

These no:e3 were probably made before Mr. 
Parker—-an omnivorous student in more than 
thirty languages—had seen a work written by an 
eminent scientist the year previous, in which the 
writer—who had sgiven by the most ingenions 
and scientifically devised machinery to overthrow 
the monstrous fallacy—relates his experiences, 
showing how he was “hoist by his own petard,” 
and clearly demonstrated one “fixed fact,” i. e, 
the existence of an intelligent power outside the 
human body, by methods which no modern 
theories of subliminal consciousness, telepathy 
or astral shell uonsense can controvert; see “Ex- 
perimental Investigations of the Spiritual Mani- 
festations,” by Prof. Robert Hare, published in 
1855 

Mr. Parker, in these notes, gives credit and 
plainly states truths in relation to Spiritualism 
which, so far as they present the subject, are all 
its advocates can desire. His commendation is en- 
couraging,coming from such a grand spirit, who 
was unlike some of the clergymen of his sect, 
who “turn one eye towards heaven, while the 
other inspect the earth,” searching for popular- 
ity; for, like Humboldt, “He loved truth better 
than his own opinion or bias.” 

The clergy, if they have any mission to hu- 
manity higher than speculation on theological 
dogma: — founded on questionable authority —-are 
in honor bound to gain all the light attainable in 
relation to the continuity of life beyond “the val- 
ley and shadow of death.” This is a self evident 
truth, otherwise their labors should be confined to 
the moral and material elevation of manin mor- 
tal life. As this life is generally conceded, by 
allexcept Materialists and Aguostice, to be a pre- 
paratory condition, while realizing the necessity 
of moral living here we are not relieved from our 
obligation to ascertain the best methods to pre- 
pare for the life beyond. The intelligent travel- 
ler makes due preparation for his visit to foreign 
lands, how much greater the need if the sojourn 
is to be permanent. 

The relations existing between the present and 
the higher life have been recogniz:d from the 
earliest periods of history, as William Howitt 
eaid in “History of the Supernatural” : 

“There is no part of human history, or human 
litecature, which does not abound in the plainest 
demonstrations of this inflaence--the influence 
of the spiritual world operating on this incar- 
nated world. We find it in almost every book 
we open. we have it in the Scriptures from the 
first page to the last, from the Creation to Christ

man arrived. The Red Men felt the iospirations 
of tbe Great Spirit in their forests, and spoke as 
inspired by it at their councile.

The Christian Church, 
Rowan, Grecian, and Waldensian never for a mo- 
mest doubted the super-humen demonstrations 
of their religiou. very pege of their several 
histories ia freighted with the miraculous." 

The Christien Churches are indebted to Mod- 
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ern Spiritualism for demonstrating that the pbe- 
nomena upon which it is founded are of common 
occurrence at the present day ; which fact should 
be hailed by Christians with joy, inasmuch as it 
removes from their religion the stigma of being 
based upou mythical or improbable phenomeasa, 
for it enables them to cite modern, living wit 
nesses to verify the probable correctzess of their 
records through the operation of natural 
laws now, the same as at the commencement 
of the Christian Era. 

The Protestant Church is blindly undermining 
its own foundation in derouncing modern heal- 
ing, speaking in diverse tongues, etc, as practiced 
by their greatexempler and his followers; but 
the Catholic Church is shrewder in its scheme- 
ing for monopoly, and countenarces the practice 
of mediumship within its owns folds as a method 
of self-aggrandizement. |

The province of scientists isto study and ex- 
plain the operation of natural laws, hence their 
duty to study the phenomena of Spiritualism in 
the only spirit worthy of the grand persuit—a 
sincere love of truth, and its acceptance when un- 
derstood regardless of personal consequences, 


The scientist who does not see the importance of | 


establishing the truth of the continuance of life 
beyond the earthly span is very limited in the 
sphere of scientific research, and is a narrow- 
minded bigot in casting obloquy upon those who 
are more especially interested in learning the 
divine purpose in the evolution of human beings 
than in the burrowing of moles, and such impor- 
tant questions as “Why do roosters crow at mid- 
night?” — 

Tne following excerpts from a letter of W. M. 
Wilkinson, a prominent English lawyer, to the 
London Dialectical Society, February 7, 1869, give 
a fair presentation of the views of many intelli- 


gent Spiritualists in relation to the attitude of 


scientists toward spiritual phenomena, as they 
have heretofore generally shown their inability 
to give the subject unprejudiced consideration, 


such as they consider requisite in the study of 


physical phenomena. Mr. Wilkinson says: 

“I am a believer in the occurrence of the facts, 
both from my own observation, and from testi- 
mony, the latter mode being, of course, the more 
extensive, inasmuch as it embraces the observa: 
tion of allthose who have witnessed the phe- 
nomena in all ages down to ourown. Of course,

The public will think 
you are a set of asses if you report in favor of it, 
and I shall think you are not very wise if you go 
the other way. Sə you have not at all a pleasant 
task before youif you have the least care for 
what people think or say of you.” 

I bave yet to learn of the minister or scientist 
who, in the investigation of Spiritualism, cares 
more for the truth than “for what people think 
and say.”

Thought to an advanced spirit be- 
comes sudible, passing out from the mind upon 
the spiritual atmosphere, the thonght-waves 
produce vibrations that reach the quickened 
sense of their recipient, and become eloquent 
with sound. Hence, the thought of a mortal may 
be Acard by a spirit as a harsh, discordant note 
apon the air, or a sweet, melodious sound, ac- 
cording to its purity and harmony, A spirit may 
not be able to understand the thought-waves of 
an intelligence above him in progress, although 
the latter can read the mind of the former.

Why the old-time system 
should wish to debar these new discoveries in 
healing, can only be accounted for on the bypo 
thesis that they want a monopoly in the art, or 
that they have become so priestly in their beliefs 
that they can not see anything beyond their own 
conclusions—after the fashion of the Church in 
the time of Gallileo. 

That legislatures pass such laws need not be 
wondered at, considering their general composi- 
tion—3ubjec to be imposed upon through lack 
of knowledge in such matters, or the temptation 
of kind friends to vote against their convictions 
for considerations not Churchly or divine, though 
they pass Sunday Jaws on account of their 
Churchly conscience. 

Whether our legislature will listen to a plea 
from the outs in this present “new regulation,” 
and permit them to register, is a matter to be 
tried. If they are honest and just they can not 
show favoritism. . If they favor class legislation, 
they will perhaps pass another class law to favor 
another clase of healers and to oblige those 
voters who in large numbers favor magnetic 
healing, Vitapathic healing, and other systems 
which have been refused recognition by the 
Health Department. 

A little unity among advocates of the other 
systems may lead to good results. Let them 
come together for the purpose of applying to the 
legislature for recognition. Thousands of signa 
tures can be gathered to recommend them, 
and before long they may b2 on the beat of terms 
with the Health Departments all over the State.

When Daluth 
was a wilderness of woods and rocks, north, west, 
aod south, with the vast waters of Superior on 
the east, A little time and an inspiration touched 
Mrs Snerwood when she saw Daluth rise from 
tae rough rock surface toa city of wealth and 
position. Then and there she declared equal 
` rights with man to live, to think, to act, and be- 
come master of the opportunities for prosperity. 
With a will to remove whatever obstacles were in 
the way, she located the object to be gained, and 
mored towards it ia a straight line, always giv- 
ing and requiring justice, Sue wil not be easily 
forgotten by the business men and officials of 
Duluth, for as often as possible they called her 
determined willinto conflict, and as often sbe 
was victorious. The difference between Mrs. 
Sherwood and men in business is that she de- 
mande justice, they speculation. 

Former y she was a member of the Episcopal 
Charcn Bat tuis free, determined life soon grew 
her beyond dogmatism, and for several years both 
she aud nusband have been outspoken Spiritual- 
its, fiuging their only children—a son and 
daogate:—-still living that left them in early life, 
and they mourned them as dead.

Friday passed with strange anxieties but ever- | 
ing came, and sccording to promise Mra. Sher- 
wood was again present ia the cabinet, stronger 
and more like her real self.

This even- 
ing she was present sixty minutes and talked 
much of the time, As before, sbe addressed 
each separately, saying to me, “Latber, I did not 
think I should be so happy, I am going to learn

: She disposed of nearly a'l ber clothing smong 
different ones ; also again enjoined Mr. Scerwoo! 
to go to California as they bad intended, bad sbe 
been able, to which be consented. Soe told him 
whom she wanted to come into the home, to care 
for bim and it; talked of the conditions of ber 
entire property free from encumberance; also of 
the taxes and fire insuratce, and all things, she 
adjusted as closely as though she was in her 
physical body, even saying to me, “Be sure and 
stay in my home as intended till your engage- 
ment closes, you .know you are to stey three 
months, I will arrange with the family coming 
into the house, for your room and board,” which 
sbe did, 

On the following Siturday, Monday, and Wed- 
nesday evenings, she came into the cabinet, each 
time an improvement, till she seemed much like 
real physical life. Oa Saturday evening Mr. Mur- 
phy told us they were going to take her the next 
day farther from us into the spirit world, more 
properly. Monday evening she was quite dif 
ferent, seemed not to csre for what she had ex 
pressed so much interest in, namely, the dis 
posing of her clothing, etc. She said she got 
away from them and iwas so glad, She talked 
of her visit on Sunday, naming many of the 
friends who had been ia spirit life,a greater or 
lesser number of years, and seemed delighted 
with her new life; said she was from the greatest 
distance, hence the center of attraction. 

Then I woodered if this is not the reas n that 
we failed to communicate with so many friends 
that we longed to hear from, that they had been 
removed from our lives and did not care to return. 
Could I say to your readers all this most wonder 
ful womau said to us important to each it would 
make a letter too long for your columns, 

In conclusion I must say she proved most con- 
clusively that mediumship hus stolen from life 
the fear of death, and cast it away with the rub- 
bish of past ages of ignorance and superstition. 
How beantiful if Spiritualists, instead of costly 
rob+s, caskets, and burial services, would have 
everything plain, siwple, and inexpensive, and 
with the money thus saved bring a materializing 
medium into their homes, that the transitted 
could prove to them that they lived and loved 
them still. Then we would not resist death with 
such force, but learn that i/ alone can bring us 
the key to unlock the doorway leading into 
realms of greater wisdom. Several times Mr, 
Sherwood asked her if she would not like to 
come and live ag before. Each reply was: “Could 
I be well, I would for your sake, George, but un- 
der no other consideration.” 

This occasion was one of the marvelous ex: 
periences of my life in Spiritualism, and all I 
have sald is a mere shadow of the reality. Mre.
